Today’s teenagers seem to like each other. Did we 
like each other, or were we merely “in love”? 


S 


ixty-odd years ago, when my mother 
was a little girl, my grandfather 
used to sit at the head of the table 
and carve the turkey. One day he gave 
her the wing, and she said: “Please, I’d 
prefer another piece.” He reached over 
and slapped her across the face. Her 
comment today on this incident is: “My 
father always wanted all of us children 
to be perfect.” 
That’s how it was in my grandparents’ 
generation; duty was all, rage was sup­ 
pressed, usually even repressed, and the 
key words were obedience, respect and 
morality. Arranged marriages were not 
uncommon, for the stranger your parents 
picked was bound to be better for you 
than the stranger you picked because you 
happened to love him. In any case, the 
young man had to get the girl’s father s 
approval or there was no wedding. Fami­ 
lies clung together for stability and com­ 
panionship. Sibling rivalry was unheard 
of, but it was rampant nonetheless as 
children vied for the approval of Papa- 
God and Mama-Goddess. When one got 
married it was for sensible reasons: to 
have a family, to have companionship, 
to fulfill your destiny. A man needed a 
homemaker and a woman needed a pro­ 
vider. They didn’t think about sex, or 
tried not to, which wasn’t difficult since 
they didn’t know much about it anyway. 
My parents brought me up with what 
was considered enormous freedom. I was 
expected to go to college and was “al­ 
lowed” to go to one five hours by train 
from my home—a sleep-away school— 
while my mother had had to fight for that 


same privilege. Of course, when I got to 
college the dean of women told us that 
we were not there to be prepared for 
careers. We were there to be prepared to 
be better wives and mothers, preferably 
to marry our male classmates. 
We, those schoolgirls of the late 1940’s 
and early 1950’s, were the most romantic 
generation that ever was. No Victorian 
girl reading poetry in a hammock could 
have been more romantic, for we didn’t 
even have the excuse of being totally in­ 
nocent. Each generation tries to be the 
opposite of its parents, and we married 
for sex. Not that we were quite sure 
what it would be like, but we were sure 
it would be marvelous. If the first date 
was a success, we not only imagined 
marrying the boy, we already started 
naming our children. The boy would 
phone on Monday and ask us out for 
Saturday night, and after a few months 
of these Saturday nights (and then later 
of course there was the midweek night 
as well) many of us actually married this 
stranger. What did we ever talk about? 
We made plans. But we didn’t talk about 
ourselves because we didn’t really know 
ourselves yet, and besides, dating was a 
con, a game. For a girl it was a way to 
trap a husband before she was an old 
maid; for a boy it was a way to impress 
a girl so he could go back and tell lies to 
his friends. 
Those of us who did not find a hus­ 
band at college played at careers after­ 
ward, while the romantic 1950’s rolled 
on and some married men chased some 
single girls and some single girls got dis­

illusioned. Those of us who did marry 
and have children and move to that 
dream house in the suburbs found a lot 
of our friends getting divorced and a lot 
of others keeping up a marriage that was 
a pretense “for the children’s sake,” and 
we wondered why everything was so dif­ 
ferent from our parents’ day, why the 
world seemed to be falling apart. And 
what had happened to our perfect chil­ 
dren? 
When we were teenagers we had 
argued with our parents about almost 
everything it seemed: how late we could 
stay out, how often we could see our 
latest crush, if we could have the car, if 
we could put a little liquor in the punch 
for the graduation party. We had argued 
all the time, but at least we had com­ 
municated. Our children, grown into 
teenagers, didn’t communicate at all. 
They did what they pleased, dressed as 
they pleased, and not only smoked ciga­ 
rettes, but we knew many of them—or at 
least their contemporaries — §dso used 
dope. All kids want to do what their 
friends do, but what gave this generation 


their new courage to do what they 
pleased as a power bloc? 
The 1960’s saw computer dating for 
young singles, but 1970 seemed to have 
turned the kids themselves into compu- 
ters-where were their feelings as they 
drifted from romance to romance with­ 
out even a pretense of feeling, of “love"? 
No one pretended to be in love any more. 
Could sex without love be fun? Were 
they really carrying on the way they said 
they did, and weren’t they going to be­ 
come jaded? Some of us worried and 
some of us felt jealous, deprived forever 
of the mysteries of variety. 
The kids said they didn’t want to make 
our mistakes. Every generation says that, 
thinking it is the one to have discovered 
the real truth about love. But the kids 
today have found something we never 
had when we were their age, and surely 
our parents found only after they had 
been married for a long time: they have 
found friendship. Whether in a co-ed 
dorm or a more conventional life-style 
where kids go steady, boys and girls are 
friends with each other. For our genera- 
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tion, sex was the monster, always pres­ 
ent, breathing down our necks, revered, 
avoided, tantalizing, frightening. Today’s 
teenagers have gotten sex out of the way 
and are free to concentrate on the human 
being. They like each other. Did we like 
each other, or were we merely “in love”? 
Some things haven’t changed. Single 
life isn’t all fun. After graduation from 
college many girls who once were popu­ 
lar find themselves forced to choose be­ 
tween boys they don’t like or being alone. 
They complain, as we did 20 years ago, 
that “all the good ones have been taken.” 
Although a surprising number of young 
women prefer not to marry, and a sur­ 
prising number of young couples decide 
never to have children, there is a vast 
number of young marriages every year. 
These kids don’t all save up for a big, 
formal wedding, and they don’t all wait 
for a secure future; they may choose a 
country spot, write their own ceremony 
and have a picnic afterward. They may 
have no honeymoon—not because they

can’t afford it, but because they’ve al­ 
ready been on trips together and now 
they want to settle down. 
There is a generation gap in every 
generation, but I think if my grandfather 
were alive today he would understand 
the young people because many of them 
have a spirit of adventure similar to that 
which the American pioneers and the 
immigrants had. We are in the midst of 
a vast wave of nostalgia for the “natural” 
things: natural foods, the good old days 
when we had to make everything our­ 
selves, from our clothes to our fun. Nos­ 
talgia is always easy because you can 
omit the threatening parts. If our “nat­ 
ural” food doesn’t grow we can buy it 
at the supermarket. The reason parents 
had absolute authority in the good old 
days is that they reared a generation 
conditioned to accept it; outside the fami­ 
ly circle lurked the threatening unknown. 
Communications — the press, maga­ 
zines, television — have made all of us 
aware that there are various alternatives 
available to every life-style. We see peo­ 
ple on every part of our planet and we 
see our astronauts on the moon. We may 
still be afraid of the fellow down the 
street but it is not likely that he will be a 
mystery to us. A young person today can 
want to be a hippie or a congressperson, 
a member of an exotic religious cult or 
the PTA, a stockbroker, a film maker, a 
farmer. But one thing is certain: He or 
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she won’t make the choice because their 
parents or their contemporaries forced 
it on them. My parents’ generation chose 
their careers so their children could have 
security; my generation chose our ca­ 


reers so we could have security; today’s 
generation is totally diverse. They have 
the freedom to make their own choices 
and they know more about life than we 
did, although not as much as we know 


now. I suspect they will do pretty well. 
I think those who choose a family life 
will make a very good job of it. It is not 
difficult to stay with your best 
friend for the rest of your life.

It’s pointed out that 
most of us do not think of our friends, relatives 
and associates as living in separate worlds at 
all. We tend to project, to assume that our 
world—the world as it seems to us, personally- 
is the way the world actually is, and that it 
seems that way to everyone. Nothing could be 
further from the fact. 
2. True. Two people may come from the same 
family, have the same cultural and educational 
backgrounds, and yet live in utterly different 
worlds. Studies show that the way a person 
sees the world is colored, shaped and shaded 
by his own personality, and is to a marked 
extent a projection of his own character. That 
is why a dishonest person sees most people 
as untrustworthy whereas to honest people 
most people are honest. To one person the 
world may be filled with wonder; another per­ 
son may live in a world tinged with pessimism 
and paranoia.

America’s Terrible 
Lice Explosion 


Americans may be approaching 
zero population growth—but our lice 
are not. Lice, which used to be 
associated with skid-row inhabitants, 


have increased by an astounding 
800 percent in the last ten years. 
So many children now suffer from 
head lice that some schools have 


been forced to close. The first symp­ 
tom of lice is itching. This is because 
lice lay their eggs, called nits, at 
hair follicles. Nits can be found any­ 
where, but are most prevalent in 
hairy portions of the body, including 
eyelashes. The first proof of lice is 
minute red bite marks, or actually 
finding the lice in hair, or seams of 
Clothing. (It’s hard to find the nits, 
because that requires a magnifying 
glass.) Lice are spread through body 
contact, clothing, towels, bed linen, 


combs, etc. The big danger: typhus. 
How to remedy? Dry clean your 
clothing, or else keep it in dry heat 
for 30 minutes at 200°F.—or discard. 
Get your doctor to prescribe Kwell 
(gamma benzene hexachloride), 
massage it into the affected areas of 
the body and wash off 24 hours later. 
In the past, mercury ointment (blue 
ointment), DDT or kerosene were 
used. Don’t you use them—they’re 
much too toxic.

Land a New Job—Without Want 
Ads or Employment Agencies 


When most people seek a better job, 
they depend solely on employment 
agencies and help-wanted ads. 
Yet the right kind of personal letter 
sent to selected company officials 
—who have not advertised any job­ 
ean be your best tool for obtaining a 
new position. In his book “ The 
Professional Job Changing System,” 
job-hunting expert Robert J. 
Jameson says. “If you can generate 
an interview and impress an impor­ 
tant executive with your ability, he’ll 


find a way to take you aboard even 
if he has to create a job.” The most 
effective first letters, he reveals, 
don’t mention salary. Instead, in two 
pages of single-space copy, present 


your previous accomplishments 
together with what you can do and 
how this will produce results for the 
company. Address letters to specific 
executives by name, not simply by 
title. Standard & Poor’s or Dun & 
Bradstreet’s directories of cor­ 
porations provide the names. Also 
look for job leads in your news­ 
paper’s business pages, which 
feature newly promoted executives. 
Newly promoted people commonly 
seek personnel from outside their 
company—so write to them. Also 
very productive are letters to 
successful people who graduated 
from your school, especially if 


mailed to their home addresses. If 
you think your age is a job-hunting 
problem—that you are either too 
young or too old for the position you 
want—direct your campaign toward 
executives in your own age bracket 
or older. (Your library’s “ D & B 
Reference Book of Corporate 
Management” provides the birth 
dates of company officials.) If a firm 
you’re particularly drawn to doesn’t 
reply, follow up after three weeks 
with another letter restating your 
interest in the company and the 
contribution you could make. This 
frequently produces good results.

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By Sen. Jaeob K. Javits (R-N.Y.) 
Here’s My Recipe To Slop Inflation 


“How did we get into a situation where the rate of inflation, 
now almost 11 percent, is forecast to continue at that pace 
through the end of 1974? Where the rate of growth for the 
economy in the second half of this year is expected to be zero? 
Where a consensus tells us that the unemployment rate will 
be nearly six percent by the end of 1974? How did we get here— 
and, more important, how do we get out?” 


D 


uring the first half of 1974, prices 
in the U.S. rose at an annual 
rate of nearly 11 percent. The 
cost of buying the bare essentials of life 
has become so great that a family of four 
with an annual income of $12,500 has 
almost no discretionary income left. 
There is certainly nothing left for sav­ 
ings after they make the rent or mortgage 
payment, pay the utilities bills, buy 
groceries for the month, put gasoline in­ 
to the car, clothe the children for school 
and pay for medical care. A $12,500 
family has little left for recreation and 
other “nonessential” purchases. As for 
that proverbial rainy day—it has already 
arrived. 
Why? How did we get into a situation 
where the rate of inflation, now almost 
11 percent, is forecast to continue at 
that pace through the end of 1974? 
Where the rate of growth for the econo­ 
my in the second half of this year is ex­ 
pected to be zero? Where a consensus 
tells us that the unemployment rate will 
be nearly six percent by the end of 1974? 
How did we get here—and, more im­ 
portant, how do we get out? 
The worldwide food shortage and the 
pricing policies of the oil-producing 
countries have increased the cost of oil 
^nd disrupted the world financial mar­ 
kets. In addition, the worldwide indus­ 
trial boom during the first half of 1973 
put a severe drain on many U.S. re­ 
sources. Why? Because the price of our 
resources became extremely attractive 
on the world market after the post-1970 
dollar devaluations. Goods now flow to 
foreign buyers at lower prices—and so 
they have become more costly on the 
domestic market. Meanwhile, the price 
we paid for imports also increased as the 
dollar depreciated. 
Many of the President’s advisers are 
continuing to recommend “that ole time 
religion” of stringent monetary and 
fiscal policy. I believe we need to look 
for other alternatives. That is not to say 
that I think the federal government 
should increase spending and pursue a 
liberal monetary policy. On the con­ 
trary: As the Interim Study of Inflation 


of the Joint Economic Committee, of 
which I am the Ranking Member, sug­ 
gests, there is a grave need to pursue a 
prudent fiscal policy. The government 
must not feed inflation by creating deficit 
spending at a time when the rate of in­ 
flation has already risen to unacceptable 
heights. 
But there are things we can do to alter 
the rising cost of food, the spiraling costs 
of utilities and the shortage of funds 
available for housing. 
First, the outlook for food prices is 
not good. The Department of Agricul­ 
ture estimates that food prices will be 
rising at a rate of 18 to 19 percent dur­ 
ing the second half of this year. This is 
mainly attributable to the severe drought 
in the Midwest. Because we lacked a na­ 
tional food policy in the past, we now 
have virtually no reserves left. Efforts 
must be made to reduce the constraints 
on farm output, which are the result of 
three shortages: 1) fuel, 2) fertilizer, 


3) farm machinery and equipment: 
• Congress should set up an export- 
licensing system for agricultural com­ 
modities in short supply. 
• Low-income persons must not be 
allowed to suffer even more as food 
prices rise; adjustments in the coverage 
and payment scales of the Food Stamp 
program must be put into effect to com­ 
pensate for the upsurge in prices. 
• The government must make a 
major effort to reach voluntary agree­ 
ments with our major trading partners 
to reduce the exports of feed grains sub­ 
stantially below the levels of the past two 
years. Another Russian wheat deal must 
not be allowed to happen. 
We must attack the fuel-cost prob­ 
lem. Utility and other energy prices 
have accounted for up to one-quarter of 
the total rise in the price level this year. 
The current price ceilings on domestic 
crude oil should be continued. We have 
forgotten too easily the gasoline lines of 


last winter, and have practically aban­ 
doned our efforts at conservation. 
The need to conserve energy remains 
basic, and the federal government should 
take additional measures to encourage 
the American people to this end. Any 
consideration to assist electric utilities in 
financing their capital-expansion pro­ 
grams must be accompanied by a revi­ 
sion in their rate structure, to reverse the 
present policy of making unit costs 
cheaper as usage increases. I am work­ 
ing on a proposal for legislation that 
would carry out this aim. 
A slight easing in monetary policy 
should be adopted—as proposed in the 
Joint Economic Committee’s report. 
Given a prudent fiscal policy, a small 
easing should not have much impact on 
the inflation rate. However, we must as­ 
sure that sectors such as housing, agri­ 
culture, public utilities, small business, 
and state and local governments can 
borrow needed funds. So a system for 
channeling credit should be created and 
implemented now! 
And what about people who have no 
incomes at all? With forecasters project­ 
ing abominably high rates of unemploy­ 
ment right into 1975, I believe we must 
have a public-service jobs program in 
the works, ready to be triggered when 
the unemployment rate reaches 5.5 per­ 
cent. I had introduced such legislation 
early in the Congress, and the JEC re­ 
port advocates this plan. It would create 
approximately 500,000 jobs by the time 
the unemployment rate reaches six per­ 
cent. But the federal budget would have 
to be trimmed in other areas to fit this 
program into the prudent spending ceil­ 
ing of $300 billion that has been rec­ 
ommended. 
If all these proposals are followed, we 
will have a good chance of reducing in­ 
flation and its undesirable impacts over 
the next 12 to 16 months. But if we don’t 
start taking action now, if we go into 
1975 without a program for affirmative 
action, we can expect to come out of 
1975 with the same frustrating problems 
of unemployment, recession and 
n a 
inflation that we confront today.
